UsIZ or Mlvrr Wklrkl 
Shall thle country stick to the 
gold standard or shall it drop to the 
silver baalaf Recent events have 
{ made it certain that every voter will 
■ have to vote "yes" or "no" on these 
questions next November. The Re- 
publicans will declare for gold, and 
1 there ia no longer any room for doubt 
I that the Democrats will declare for 
silver. Some hope was felt until a 
week or two ago that the Democra- 
cy would real at the attacks of fiatism, 
but thia has vanished. A wave of re- 
pudiation is sweeping over that party 
in the West and South. It is a repe- 
tition of the greenback deluge of a 
scoie of years sgo. with this differ- 
ence, that It baa engulfed a far larger 
proportion ol the Democracy than it 
did then. 

The money question, therefore, will 
come up in the canvass of 1896 with 
greater sharpness and clearness than 
it ever did before. There will be tome 
interest, ol course, in the tariff ques 
tion, but lh.it must be a subordinate 
issue il 1 he Chicago convention 
adopts a silver platform and puts up 
a sliver candidate. If ail verism comes 
up in any such portentous shapes as 
It at present threatens to take, it will 
be practically the only isaae of the 
campaign It will dwarf the tariff as 
the slavery question did Irom Texas 
annexation to the civil war. There 
will be no settlement for ailverisra 
any mote than there was for slavery 
, except in ita complete and its eternal 
t extirpation. 

I Right at the outset in the canvass 
! the country will be asked whether it 
will remain with great enlightened 
j nations ol the world — with England, 
Prance, Germany and the other busi- 
ness countries, great and small — or 
whether it will join its fortunes to 
China, India, Mexico and the peoples 
‘ ol a lower grade ol intelligence and 
i civilization To this complexion the 
( financial issue comes at last. The 
: first mentioned group have the gold 
I standard; the second group are on the 
silver basis. Gold standard nations 
use silver coin, though this fills only 
a subordinate position; the silver 
standard countries have silver only, 
aud this ia only a small ratio in pro- 
portion to population. Enlighten- 
ment, progress, prosperity and all the 
conditions which make life worth liv- 
ing are in the lormcrgroup, and their 
antithesis are iu the latter. If the 
silver conspirators gain control otthe 
Democracy and work their will in the 
Chicago Convention, 1896's canvass 
will be (be most exciting and impor- 
tant wbigji the country has had since 
i860 — [Globe Democrat.

Mr. Davidson the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, says that while 
there has been no official correspond- 
ence on the subject, that a tacit un- 
derstanding has been reached by him- 
self, the Auditor and others that this 
years school fund deficit shall be 
made up in lull out of future funds, 
and that all schools and teachers will 
get the full amount contracted for and 
promised lor this year. This will be 
good news to many teachers who 
feared a curtailing of the school 
terms, and the loss of a month or so's 
salary. 

The Superintendent, however, like 
everyone else now forsees a big re- 
duction in per capita to be fixed for 
the next school year. It will probab- 
ly be from $2.80 per capita to as low 
as $ 25. The report of census takers 
are now coming in and enough have 
been received to show that there will 
be an Increase, il a small one, in the 
number of school children reported, 
as compared with last years report of 
7 2 7>7 3 i- This fact in connection 
with the reduced revenue for school, 
as well as other pursoses, and in tact 
that something like 8175,000 must he 
taken from it to make up the present 
deficit just referred to, will easily 
cause the big per capita reduction. 

Besides this the schools are bound 
to be more expensive next year, as 
the attendance in all public schools 
will be larger on account oi the new 
Coin pulsory Educational lay.

GIVING HI8 WHOLE CASE AWAY 

Mr. ( rl«|» Admit* Tlmt Uol4 Iff tk« 
HtamUrd of Yffla* 

In his Atlunta drlsite with Si-orn 
tury Smith sx-Spruker Crisp attempted 
to answer She objection of the sound 
money sd locates against the SO cent 
dollar by saying: “I tell you, mr 

friends, that 1 do not want the free aud 
unlimited coinage of silver unless the 
bullion In a sliver dollar Is 'worth as 
much us the bullion in a gold dollar. 
All this rot about cheap money is a sub- 
terfuge o^kose who are Interested In 
maintaining the ileurest kind of money.'' 

Mr. Crisp has for years been clam- 
oring for free silver on the ground that 
gold has Increased In value and 1s too 
scarce and dear to serve as money, and 
has urged the necessity of having 
“cheaper money for the people" as 
against dear money for the bunker*. 
Yet ho now says that he only ivuuts free 
ooluage under the condition thut the 
bullion iu a silver dollar shall be worth 
a dollar in gold. Thut Is exactly what 
Thomus Jefferson favored when hs ad- 
vised that the ratio between gold and 
silver be Axed as nearly as possible at 
the oommerclal value of the two metals. 
It Is what the believers In an honest 
dollar have always Insisted on. A free 
coinage law which should put 100 oents* 
worth of silver In each dollar would 
not Injuriously affect our prment sound 
Auancial system. 

But what becomes of Mr. Crisp’s 
promise thut Under free silver the peo- 
ple would liave cheap money? If a gold 
dollar Is too dear to be used to measure 
values, how would a silver dollar which 
le worth Just as much be any cheaper? 
Vhe coianwwcssl value «f silver Is now 
about thltoty'to one. If Mr. Crisp Is hon- 
est In saying that be wants the bullion 
In a silver dollar to be worth as much a* 
the bullion In a gold dollar, he would 
have to coin tlie two metals In a thirty 
to one ratio. Bow would that shatter 
the hated money power? 

Mr. Crisp warned his Atlanta hearers 
against the people who are Interested 
In maintaining the deureet kind of 
money. When he talks of coining sli- 
ver dollars with a bullion value equal 
to a gold dollar, does he not admit that 
gold Is the standard and that he wants 
to have our sliver money just as val- 
uable as gold ?

The Congressional Record ot March 
27 contains n speech by J. T. McCIwy. 
of Minnesota, “against unrestricted 
eoinuge of silver," which Is the moat 
thorough, entertaining and convincing 
discussion of the silver question we 
have seen. Every uspectof the question 
is prevented. Every argument of the 
honcet believer In free coinage Is pa- 
tiently examined and demolished. The 
vice of the true coinage udvoeute. It le 
■hown. Is that lie picks his foots. Ig- 
noring such os do not favor his argu- 
menL He does uot see tbs whole truth, 
but ouiy so much of It os suits bis pur- 
pose. The allvrrlte begins usually with 
tho statement that there bus been a 
ruinous fall of prices, beginning with 
1873, when silver dollars were excluded 
from free coinage, am! thut tho decline 
of prices was due to the exclusion of 
silver. But if be would consider the his- 
tory of priors before 1873 bu would Und 
thut the recent decline began In 1865. 
The fall between 1805 and 1873 was 
larger than between 1873 aud the pres- 
ent time, though tlie mint was then 
open to silver. But this w us not tbe fir^t 
period of low prices during tbe present 
century. In tbe period from 1818 to 
1852, while the mint was open to sil- 
ver, there wue a full hi averngc prlcea 
practically the seme us that which has 
taken plane since 1873. 

The price wf silver befors 1873 did 
not decline along with that of other 
-commodities, as It has done since 1873, 
Silver was not then their faithful com- 
panion, but held Itself aloof from the 
general tumble. Between 1800 and 1845 
Un-re was a tremendous fall, followed 
hy a tremendous rise of prices of com- 
modities, but stiver hardly varied. And 
there la not now — more than before 
I87B — any connection between the 
price of stiver and the prloo of other 
things. 

The dix-llne of prlcea has not, how- 
ever, been universal. It has been large 
In articles worked by machinery, as 
textiles, minerals, munufuctures, etc., 
but It has not been lurge, us a rule, in 
products of agriculture, tropical prod- 
ucts, untinul and fish products, etc. Tbe 
reduction of transportation rates kaa 
lowered tbs price of whoat phenom- 
enally at tbe points of consumption, as 
In the east und In Englund, but the 
price obtained by the farmer of tbe 
northwest bus not been materially 
changed. Iieef, butter, eggs aud simi- 
lar articles have uot followed the down 
ward course of silver, even ut points ot 
consumption. There is one commodity 
which Is deult In, bought und sold, more 
universally and In greater volume. It 
may be suld, than all others put togeth- 
er-labor. If It hue not fallen In price. 
It Is folly to say thut there has been "a 
geueral fall of prices due to the de- 
monetization ot sliver." Aud It bus not 
fullen. On the contrary, wages buvead- 
vanced, und the wuges of lb 1X1, with sil- 
ver demonetized, exceeded by 58 per 
cent, the “bimetallic” wuges of 1800. In 
purchasing power the wuges of to-day 
exceed those of the earlier period by 72 
per eeut. 

Much In niude hy sllvrritesof French 
bimetallism, but Mr. McCleary shows 
that France did uot, by ber law of 1803, 
as a mutter of fact, "sustain tor 70 
l ean her legal ratio of fifteen and ono- 
half to one” as the commercial ratio of 
the world. Tbe price fluctuated, not- 
withstanding the law. Nor did France 
ever have the concurrent circulation of 
sliver end gold. From 1820 to I860 
France had only silver, and from 1850 
to 1M5 only gold coin Iu circulation. It 
was nut the Frvuoh legal ratio that kept 
the commercial ratio urar fifteen aud 
one bait to cue from 180.1 to 1873.

Ho hud come out of Port Wallace, 
bound for Comp Supply, with u train 
of 30 tvugons. There were only 00 
troopers to escort the truln— 00 
troopers und the country full of war 
parties raiding buck und forth und 
flushed with their victories over tho 
stage stations und isolated settle- 
ments. At high noon, us we halted 
for hulf an hour s rest and to done 
up the train, fully 400 Indians were in 
sight from every wagon.
